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Forum gives

Local candidates for office seem 
to agree that drug abuse and a lack 
of jobs are two of the biggest issues 
facing whoever is elected-or re- 
elected-to political office this No¬ 
vember. 

The Estill County Political Fo¬ 
rum at the high school last Tues¬ 
day night gave candidates for local 
office an opportunity to introduce 
themselves and present their views 
on how to best address those issues. 
The forum was sponsored by the 
Estill Development Alliance, the 
Chamber of Commerce, Estill 
County Community Education, 
and the Citizens Guaranty Bank. 

Dr. Joe Gershtenson, a political 
science professor at Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky University, moderated the 
forum. 

He said he sees a lot of apathy 
toward the offices of local govern¬ 
ment, but “local government prob¬ 
ably has the most profound effect” 
on the everyday lives of citizens. 
Not all candidates attended, but of 
those who did, elected officials run-

ning unopposed were introduced 
first, while other candidates were 
introduced by the office that they 
are seeking. 

Each candidate was given a min¬ 
ute and 30 seconds 
to make opening 
statements, then 
were asked two pre¬ 
screened questions 
and given one minute 
to respond. 

Michael Dean and 
Heather Combs, can¬ 
didates for Circuit 
Judge, were the first 
candidates to take the 
stage. 

When asked what 
their vision for the ju¬ 
risdiction is, Dean re¬ 
plied that he wanted a 
court system that the 
people can respect 
and not be fright¬ 
ened or intimidated 
by, whether they are 
there for a criminal, 
family or civil issue. 

Combs said that is 


a tricky question, because ethically, 
a judge is not allowed to say what 
kind of judge they will be. 

However, she said she knows the 
people and the issues of the area. 


She said the top three challenges 
facing a circuit judge are drug cas¬ 
es, moving the docket quickly and 
efficiently, and treating everyone as

Local theater group seeks to purchase property

you would want to be 
treated. 

Dean, in response to the 
top three challenges ques¬ 
tion, said the circuit judge 
must be an impartial deci¬ 
sion maker, reduce crime, 
and insure people have con¬ 
fidence in their circuit court 
judge. 

Candidates for the Irvine 
City Council then took the 
stage. They are Janice Bush, 
Nelle Williams, Tommy 
“Tobo” Bryant, and William 
Friend. 

When asked what inspired 
each of them to run for city 
council, Bush said when 
she retired from teaching, 
she was too hyper to sit in 
a rocker. 

“I don’t cook, don’t knit, 
and I’m nosy,” she laughed. 
Friend said he feels blessed 
to live here, and has a bur¬ 
den for our youth. He said 
there is not a lot of opportu¬ 
nity for young people, and 
he’d like to see some of the 
empty buildings brought 
back to life. He’d also like to 
see government employees 
earn a fair wage. 

Williams said she was in¬ 
spired to office by several 
family members in govern¬ 
ment. 

“I enjoy working with peo¬ 
ple, and I like to get things 
done, to be a leader.” 

Bryant said when he was 
elected to city council about 
25 years ago, he was filling 
a term for a fellow council¬ 
man, a position he expected 
to last 16 to 18 months. 
Bryant said, “Anyone who 
knows me, knows I’m a neat 
freak,” and he said he wants 
to city to look as good and 
be as clean as possible. 

The candidates for sheriff, 
incumbent Gary L. Free¬ 


man and Ravenna Police 
Chief Ken White, were 
present at the forum. 

Both candidates cited the 
drug problem as one of the 
biggest facing the county. 

Freeman called it an “ep¬ 
idemic” and said he would 
like to wipe it out, but add¬ 
ed “I must be honest, indi¬ 
viduals must take personal 
responsibility and rely on 
God.” 

Freeman said his 16 years 
of experience make him the 
better candidate, and that 
his office has made good 
use of their resources with 
the budget constraints that 
they have. 

White agreed that crimes 
associated with the drug 
problem are the biggest 
problem facing the sheriff’s 
office. 

He said he wants people to 
know that their complaints 
will be taken seriously, and 
he thinks with different 
leadership and working 
with the all departments, 
that “we can get a handle 
on it.” 

He noted that he has 
trained with the police 
academy for twenty years, 
ten of which he has been 
police chief in Ravenna. 

Incumbent Magistrate 
from District 3 Darrell 
Johnson and his challenger 
Melvin Fields participated 
in the forum. 

Johnson said he has kept 
up with changes in Frank¬ 
fort and how it affects the 
local office and said he tries 
to treat everyone fairly. 

“This job is about more 
than a load of white rock 
and a culvert,” he said. 

Johnson said his goals are 
to continue to see to the 
safety of the citizens by sup¬ 
porting the sheriff, fire, and 
road departments and try to 
keep taxes low as possible. 

Fields said he wants to take 
“an independent, un-biased 


view” as magistrate, and to 
“think outside the box.” 

He said “I will serve as best 
I can,” and be involved with 
citizens one on one. 

“I will follow my commit¬ 
ment, and educate myself,” 
he said. 

Mayoral candidates W.J. 
Noland and James E. “Jim” 
Walters then introduced 
themselves. 

Walters said he wants to 
see downtown Irvine revi¬ 
talized, that currently there 


is not even a “place to buy 
a coke or a cup of coffee 
downtown.” 

Noland said he wants to 
keep the city “clean and 
safe” and continue to up¬ 
grade fire and law depart¬ 
ments. 

He also said he does not 
have an opinion on the is¬ 
sue of merging Irvine and 
Ravenna. 

“If citizens vote for it, we 
will deal with it in the fu¬ 
ture,” he said. 

Walters said he is “100 per¬ 
cent” in favor of the merger, 
and said it should have hap¬ 
pened a long time ago. 

Jailer Larry Stewart at¬ 


tended the forum, while his 
challenger Bo Morris did 
not. 

“I may not do what is pop¬ 
ular,” he said, “but I’ll do 
what’s right.” 

When asked about his 
experience with budgets, 
Stewart said he has operat¬ 
ed four different businesses, 
and knows what it means 
to manage payroll, utilities 
and product. 

He said he is absolutely 
for an inmate work release 


program, that surround¬ 
ing counties have it, and he 
thinks it would be a win/ 
win program. 

Incumbent County At¬ 
torney Rodney Davis and 
candidate Jason “J.D.” Ri¬ 
ley shared their visions for 
serving Estill County. 

They too were asked their 
opinions on merging coun¬ 
ty governments. 

Riley said, “I’m not going 
to tell anyone how to vote,” 
and “the devil is in the de¬ 
tails.” 

Davis said, “We don’t 
know what it [the merger] 
would mean,” and he rec¬ 
ommended local govern¬ 


ment officials conduct an 
independent study as other 
small cities have done while 
considering mergers. 

Budgetary issues are one 
of the biggest challenges the 
county attorney’s office fac¬ 
es, said Davis. He said the 
office’s caseload continues 
to grow, as in 2500 to 3000 
cases this year, but with 
budget reductions from the 
state, it’s been a challenge to 
pay part-time employees. 

Riley said he remembers, 
since growing up here, the 
problems of addiction and 
the economy have remained 
the same. He said he wants 
to be accessible, and for ev¬ 
eryone to feel safe. 

Candidates for County 
Judge-executive, incumbent 
Wallace Taylor and chal¬ 
lenger James Thacker, par¬ 
ticipated in the forum. 

Taylor cited his “proven 
track record,” as a reason 
citizens should vote for 
him, including “cleaning up 
the courthouse, the West- 
Care program, a park under 
construction, reduced debt 
and a better animal shelter.” 

Thacker said he has “a de¬ 
sire, a calling,” to serve as 
county judge. He said he 
has a “persistent spirit,” and 
that he will be a creative 
problem solver. 

Thacker also said his po¬ 
sition as Healthcare Navi¬ 
gator at Marcum and Wal¬ 
lace Memorial Hospital has 
helped prepare him for the 
job and that he is an experi¬ 
enced grant writer. 

He said he sees the lack of 
jobs and the drug problem 
as the biggest problems fac¬ 
ing the county, noting that 
there is a direct link be¬ 
tween the two. 

“People are “self-medi¬ 
cating” because of a lack of 
hope,” he said. 

Taylor said the drug prob¬ 
lem in the county does not 
discriminate, that it reaches 


across all social and eco¬ 
nomic classes from the 
richest to the poorest. 

As for why citizens should 
vote for them, Taylor said, 
“I love my county,” and he 
said he wants to continue 
developing infrastructure 
here. He referenced the de¬ 
velopment of a 3,000 acre 
ATV park and building an 
education/vocational center 
as projects he would like to 
see completed. 

Thacker said he would like 
to start an initiative called, 
“Let Estill Excel,” which 
would identify centers of 
excellence within the coun¬ 
ty. He also said local gov¬ 
ernments work as “silos,“ 
and that he would like to 
see all elected officials get 
together regularly. 

Incumbent Mayor of 
Ravenna Estine Tipton and 
current Ravenna council¬ 
man William “Pigg” Van 
Cleve were the last of the 
candidates to participate in 
the forum. 

Van Cleve said he ran for 
council because he was con¬ 
cerned that Ravenna had 
“the highest tax rates in the 
state of Kentucky.” 

He said his goal as mayor 
would be to reduce spend¬ 
ing because the “city will 
not survive” if it fails to do 
so. He also said the three 
local governments should 
have merged 50 years ago. 

“It would cut out a lot of 
spending,” he said. 

Mayor Estine Tipton said 
she hopes to continue to 
work with citizens, as she 
has for more than 16 years. 
She said she wants to make 
sure the children have a safe 
place to play. 

On the subject of the 
merger, Tipton said she sees 
both pros and cons. 

“I don’t want anyone to 
lose their jobs,” she said.

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Bridge repair will close road theater

JACKSON, KY - In order to make repairs 
to a bridge, the Kentucky Department of 
Highways plans to close KY 1571 in Estill 
County on Thursday, Oct. 16. The road 
will be closed at milepoint 0.4, at the one- 
lane bridge crossing Cow Creek just east 
of Ravenna. The project will begin around 
8:30 a.m. and will continue until approx¬ 
imately 3 p.m. During this time, the road 
will be closed to all through traffic. This 
will impact travel between Lee and Ow¬ 


sley counties and Irvine and Richmond. 
No marked detour will be posted, but 
drivers can use KY 52 as an alternate 
route. Motorists should plan their trips 
accordingly. 

In case of inclement weather, the closure 
will be post¬ 
poned until 
another suit¬ 
able day. 
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could display their work there, and the 
restored Mack could serve as a museum of 
theater artifacts. 

The RCP say the restored theater would 
promote tourism in the county by attract¬ 
ing movie and theater enthusiasts from 
outside the area. 

But first, there is much work to be done. 
Since the original Mack closed in 1993, 
time has made its mark on the building. 
Finney said the plumbing, wiring, and 
seating will have to be replaced. 

Still, saving the Mack theater has always 
been an integral part of the original mis¬ 
sion of the River City Players. 

So far RCP have raised enough money to 
pay for Jack Stewart Architecture, LLC., to 
complete line drawings and a rendering of 
the first phase of the renovation. 

RCP is under the “umbrella” of the Estill 
Development Alliance, although funds are 
kept separate, allowing the theater group 
to function as a non-profit. Donations are 
tax-deductible. 

Several fundraisers are in progress or be¬ 
ing planned for the theater. 

The River City Players are selling Long- 
aberger baskets, and Gay Oliver and the 
Modern Woodsmen will be 
giving a matching donation 
to equal the amount raised 
through that sale. 

Other options being con 


sidered are a chili cook-off, a swap meet, 
and a Christmas open-house. 

RCP is open to new members. Dues for 
a single membership are $15; for a couple 
or family, they are $25, and for a business, 
dues are $50.

Individuals, groups and businesses are 
also invited to contribute to the Mack The¬ 
ater Fund at these levels: Pewter support¬

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College savings legislation would help 
Kentucky families prepare for the future

With another school year well un¬ 
derway for Kentucky’s students this 
fall, it is important they and their 
families understand the full range 
of choices available to them to make 
a higher education more affordable 
and accessible. One of those op¬ 
tions is the 529 college savings plan, 
which is a tax-advantaged savings 
plan that is designed to encourage 
Kentuckians to pay for future col¬ 
lege costs. 

529 plans are so called because 
they are authorized by Section 
529 of the Internal Revenue Code. 
They allow families to save tax- 
free for college expenses. In 2001, 
I authored the Setting Aside for a 
Valuable Education (SAVE) Act 
to ensure that 529 plans would be 


100-percent tax-free at the federal 
level. This measure was included 
in a larger tax package that became 
law, but only temporarily. In 2006,1 
helped make the tax benefits under 
these accounts permanent. 

Nearly all 50 states, including 
Kentucky, offer 529 college savings 
plans. According to a report recent¬ 
ly released by the College Savings 
Plans Network, there are close to 12 
million open accounts, with total 
assets of more than $224 billion. 

To expand Kentucky families’ 
access to 529 plans, and make it 
even easier for them to pay for 
their child’s higher education, I 
was proud to offer the Enhanced 
529-Setting Aside for a Valuable 
Education, or Enhanced 529-SAVE, 
Act on the floor of the U.S. Senate 
last month. 


The Enhanced 529-SAVE Act will 
make 529 plans more accessible by 
encouraging employers to contrib¬ 
ute to an employee’s 529 plan. My 
bill would exclude up to $600 of an 
employer’s contribution from an 
employee’s gross income. This will 
help families and individuals save 
more for higher education expens¬ 
es. 

The Enhanced 529-SAVE Act will 
also help lower-income families 
and individuals save money for col¬ 
lege by allowing the individual that 
contributes to the 529 plan to quali¬ 
fy for the Saver’s Credit, which is an 
income-based, non-refundable tax 
credit up to $4,000. 

These are powerful savings tools 
that help students and their families 
afford college. 

Not only do we need to make col¬ 


lege more affordable, we need to 
make sure that our youngest and 
brightest are graduating into a 
strong economy. The Obama Econ¬ 
omy has been particularly hard on 
our nation’s young adults. 

One of my top priorities as Ken¬ 
tucky’s senior senator is to continue 
to fight for job creation proposals 
so that the students who decide to 
invest in a degree are better able to 
get good-paying jobs. 

I will continue to focus on real 
solutions that help students finan¬ 
cially prepare for school, give them 
the support they need to obtain a 
degree, and help create an econom¬ 
ic environment that provides them 
with the career opportunities they 
seek once they graduate.

Adrian Peterson, star running 
back for the Minnesota Vikings has been 
indicted on charges of negligent injury to his 
four-year old son; and Ray Rice, running back 
with the Baltimore Ravens has been captured on 
video inflicting acts of domestic violence on his 
then-fiancee. If these two situations result in our 
continuing the conversation about what it means 
to be a good parent, how we can be heroes to our 
kids, and more people stepping up to the plate to 
“Commit to Prevent” then we are headed in the 
right direction. 

I have been in the field of child abuse prevention 
for 30 years, and the great debate between “spare 
the rod and spoil the child” vs “no hitting, time 
out works” is just as prevalent now as it was back 
in 1984. As stated in an editorial in Boston.com, 
written by Jordan Lebeau: 


“Those who oppose all forms of corporal 
punishment are criticized for not understanding 
that bad deeds need to be punished in a way that 
scares the child out of repeating the action. And 
those who support corporal punishment are 
criticized for a seemingly brutal practice that is - 
if not actually child abuse - then a close enough 
relative that it should be avoided at all costs. 

But these two sides have more in common 
than not. Both share in the desire to raise well- 
adjusted children, equipped with the tools to 
succeed in the world beyond the four walls of the 
home. Both express great fear over the prospect 
of getting it wrong, and the joy they might feel if 
they could ever tell they’d gotten it right.” 

At the heart of this, is knowing that parenting 
is a hard job. It’s hard to “get it right” and harder 
still to know that maybe we “got it wrong.” How 
many of us have said “...when I am a parent, I am 
going to do things differently?” Easy words to 
say; hard words to reinforce with actions. 

Raising kids is a difficult job, full of pit-falls 


and challenges. How many parents start their 
journey to parenthood saying “I want to be a bad 
parent”? None. How many parents will reach 
out for help in difficult times? Few. How many 
parents need all the help they can get? All. 

How many of our kids look up to their parents 
and call them heroes? That is the million dollar 
question. If every parent can be a hero in the eyes 
of their child, think of what we can accomplish! 
When you “Commit to Prevent” you are saying 
you will do everything within your power, 
within your means, within your cultural mores, 
to help a child realize his potential and grow 
into a healthy, well-adjusted adult. “Commit to 
Prevent” is easy, it’s do-able and it is sustainable.

coverage that you have in place? Based 
on my experience I can bet that it is a very 
low percentage of the people reading this 
article. In Kentucky as in most states, 
there is a minimum amount of insurance 
required to operate a motor vehicle on the 
road. All that is required in Kentucky is 
$25,000.00 in liability coverage. The real 
question is would this be enough insurance 
if you or your family member were involved 
in a serious wreck. Again, based on my 
experience I can tell that it is not. 

Kentucky is a “no-fault” insurance 
state. In basics, this means at a minimum 
the first $10,000.00 of a persons damages 
such as medical bills, lost wages or out of 
pocket expenses are actually paid by your 
own insurance carrier without regard to 
who was at fault in the accident. The legal 
term for this coverage is “basic reparations 
benefits,” but the more common term is PIP 
benefits. There are two important things to 
know about PIP benefits. First, you can 
opt to purchase additional PIP benefits for 
very low prices as they are added benefits 


so the marginal cost is very low. The more 
PIP benefits you have on your policy the 
greater your protection if you are involved 
in a wreck that takes you out of work for a 
significant period of time or you have large 
amounts of medical bills. This is important 
because even if you were at fault in a wreck 
and were off work then your own insurance 
company would pay lost wages and medical 
bills for you. PIP coverages only require a 
minimum of $200.00 per week in lost wage 
payments; however, if you have added PIP 
you can have receive additional lost wage 
amounts. Second, if you are involved in an 
accident you get to dictate where your PIP 
benefits are paid. You may opt to reserve 
all of your PIP benefits for lost wages or 
you may choose which medical providers 
are paid from your benefits. This is a very 
important decision if you are faced with 
being off work for a significant period of 
time. The basic message here being that 
everyone should seriously considering 
purchasing added PIP benefits. 

One other note about PIP 
coverage. Some insurance companies will 
offer very low premiums and will have a 
PIP deductible-say a $1,000.00 deductible. 
This means that if you are in a wreck then 
you have to meet a $1,000.00 deductible 
before your benefits begin. You should 
avoid this type of coverage if at all possible. 
This deductible could stand in the way of 
you obtaining the needed medical care 
you require and could also prevent you 
from receiving lost wage benefits until the 
$1,000.00 deductible is met. I have seen this 


create problems for many injury victims 
because they do not realize that they have 
to meet this deductible out of pocket. 

Another aspect of your auto 
insurance coverage that you should review 
and consider closely is the amount of 
uninsured and underinsured coverages 
that is on your policy. Uninsured coverage 
is insurance coverage on your vehicle that 
protects you in the event that you are hit 
by a driver that does not have their vehicle 
insured. In Kentucky you are required 
to carry at least $25,000.00 of uninsured 
coverage on your vehicle. Underinsured 
coverage is coverage on your policy that 
insures you against being hit by a driver 
that does not have sufficient insurance 
to cover all of your damages. There is no 
requirement for underinsured coverage in 
Kentucky; however, it is very important 
coverage and everyone should make sure 
you have this coverage option on your 
policy. Not having underinsured coverage 
is similar to playing with fire in the sense 
that you never get burned unless you touch 
the flame, but when you do—ouch it hurts 
badly. 

It is also important to consider the 
amount of these two coverages you have 
on your policy. Most folks, even if they 
carry underinsured coverage, will only 
have $25,000.00 in coverage and will have 
the minimum $25,000.00 of uninsured 
coverage. Every lawyer, and I suspect 
most insurance professionals, will tell 
you that $25,000.00 simply is not enough 
coverage these days considering the cost 


of medical treatment. We regularly see 
accidents where a trip in an ambulance 
to the emergency room and an MRI will 
nearly exhaust all $10,000.00 of PIP. That 
means in a serious accident you will have 
substantially more medical bills for things 
like surgery, physical therapy, rehabilitation 
and medicines. Heaven forbid that it is a 
serious medical emergency and you were 
taken by helicopter to a hospital. These 
emergency flights can range between 
$20,000.00 and $30,000.00 alone. This 
does not even take into account the 
amount of lost wages you may incur while 
recovering from your injuries. As you can 
see, it would be very easy to be placed in 
a situation where $25,000.00 would not 
come close to covering your damages. We 
recommend that every client maintain at a 
minimum $100,000.00 of both uninsured 
and underinsured motorist coverage. 
Speak to your insurance agent and confirm 
the cost of these extended coverages. 
Remember, the marginal cost of these 
coverages is relatively low in comparison 
to having only the most basic of insurance 
coverage. Of course this also applies to 
your liability coverage and you should also 
consider raising your liability insurance 
to $100,000.00 as the marginal cost of the 
coverage is so low that you really get a lot of 
bang for your buck-so to speak.

An Encouraging Word: 
Where do You Live?

One lovely day I stopped at a near-by business, one at 
which I shop often, to purchase one item that was need¬ 
ed. The owner of the business, a friendly man with an un¬ 
usual sense of humor, greeted me warmly, and for a few 
moments, we had a very pleasant conversation. Then, he 
said, “You know, the other day a man asked me, ‘Where 
do you live?’ and I told him, ‘In a house.’ Now, I’m not as 
resourceful as my friend, and I would not have thought of 
that answer. In my mind, an address identifies the place 
where one lives. So, if I were to be asked that question, I 
am confident that, without a thought, my response would 
be, “I live at 111 Dogwood Drive.” 

Where one lives is important, and it involves more than 
a house at a given address on a street in some community. 
Regardless of location, a similar atmosphere can exist in 
either a cabin or in a castle. That atmosphere is created by 
circumstances and the reaction to those circumstances 
by the person living there. George Eliot, the pen name 
for Mary Ann Evans who lived from 1819 until 1890 and 
is recognized as one of the leading English writers of the 
Victorian era, one would assume, lived a comfortable life, 
but she wrote, “My address is Grief Castle.” 

Another person, anonymous to us, must have experi¬ 
enced some unpleasant circumstances in life about which 
we know nothing, but this much is known: That individ¬ 
ual said, “Because of the circumstances surrounding me, 
I’m acquainted with grief, but I choose to live in a house 
on the sunny side of the street.” 

Where do you live? One thing is sure: Everyone lives in 
some kind of house. That house may be either an humble 
cottage or a magnificent estate.

As Estill County Attorney Rodney G. Davis has established nu¬ 
merous innovative programs that help the citizens of Estill County 
while at the same time saving significant amounts of taxpayer 
money: 

• Teamed with WestCare, the Fiscal Court and Judicial system to create a 
day reporting program for defendants in an effort to avoid the expense to 
the county of incarcerating defendants with substance abuse issues. The 
program requires each defendant to report daily for intensive therapy and 
to work in the community projects set-up by Westcare. It has been a very 
successful program with a graduation rate exceeding fifty percent. Several 
other counties in the state have looked to our program as a model for their 
own communities. The Jail budget is a significant part of our county’s bud¬ 
get and monies saved can be used for other improvements in the county 
while at the same time giving defendants with substance abuse problems 
a chance for rehabilitation. 

• Established a delinquent tax payment program where people with delin¬ 
quent taxes can set up a payment plan to pay their taxes and avoid foreclo¬ 
sure of their property or the sale of their tax bill at the annual tax bill sale. 
To date we have helped over 180 taxpayers with this program all at no cost 
to the taxpayer or the citizens of Estill County. At the same time we have 
been able to collect in excess of 91 % of the taxes that are due all of which 
directly benefits our schools and taxing districts. 

• Established an insurance diversion program to monitor defendants 
charged with driving without insurance. Over 600 defendants have been 
enrolled in this program and this has saved both the defendants and the 
county thousands of dollars in both fines and incarceration expenses. Most 
importantly, it means that the majority of these defendants had insurance 
while driving their vehicles on our roads during the time of their diversion. 
Again, this program was implemented at no additional cost to the taxpayers 
of Estill County. 

• Instrumental in establishing the Ewarrants system in Estill, Lee and Ows¬ 
ley Counties. This program makes it possible for law enforcement and the 
judicial officers to obtain warrants from an online database and to electron¬ 
ically sign warrants when needed. Our office serves as the jurisdictional 
administrator of the Ewarrants program for these three counties. 

• Established a truancy diversion program to assist the school district with 
problems related to truancy.

My heart grows breathless

Or stretching upward, brave and proud, to toss its branches 
against a cloud. 

These verses remind me of my younger days of growing 
up, and people saying kids grow fast—like young saplings. 

I thought of how we would grab on to those, inch our way 
up, and ride them over to the ground. 

We played in the woods a lot, and every fall our grade 
school teacher assigned us a project of finding every kind 
of leaf we could to identify for a science project. I knew a 
lot of them back then but have forgotten some by now. 

There were oak trees by our school yard and we would 
gather acorns to play with. The large ones we carved, and 
made little baskets and took the inside out. Squirrels eat 
acorns but they didn’t taste good to us kids, but hickory 
nuts sure did, and we would gather them from some 
hickory trees down on a neighbors farm below the school. 
They were larger than most and were flat and long and had 
thin shells and large kernels. 

Sometimes the kids who lived there would bring a bag 
to school to share with us and we would crack them on 
a big rock and eat them, like a bunch of squirrels. There 


were black walnut trees all around, and people would hull 
them and dry them to put in cakes or candy, but they also 
took them to Kellys in town to sell and make them a little 
spending money. 

My daddy loved the woods and would go ginseng hunting 
in the fall before all of the leaves fell off. I went with him a 
few times but wasn’t as good at finding it as he was. He and 
my brothers also went squirrel hunting. Mom would fry 
the squirrels or make squirrel dumplings. They were really 
good and squirrel is still my favorite wild meat. 

Mom and I would go find wild grapes in the woods and 
there were a lot of them. We waited for a frost before 
gathering them, because it made them better. We liked to 
eat them and they made really good jelly. Opossums liked 
them too, and some people called them possum grapes. 
They also liked persimmons, which are good if really ripe, 
but if not, they will draw your mouth up into a pucker. 

My friends and I went possum hunting in the fall. It was 
fun to be outside in the cool air on a moon lit night, but it 
wasn’t fun for the poor old possum if the dogs treed one. 
The boys would shake it out for the dogs to get it. That was 
cruel, but they just laughed. My brother would make pop 
guns from elderberry bushes or bamboo canes and would 
gather dogwood berries to use for ammunition. 

In school, some of the boys would shoot paper wads at the 
blackboard (or each other) but that didn’t go over too well 
with the teachers. 

There were hazelnut bushes that grew on one neighborhood 
farm, and they were good. Beechnuts are good also, if you 
can get them before the Blue Jays in the fall. They move in 
and wipe them out. We had paw-paw trees on our farm, 
and they were a treat. There was a Black hall tree by the 
branch and they were unique. I guess you could compare 
them to figs but not as sweet. 

I have written about my daddy’s apple orchard before, but 
I still remember the taste of the different kinds and how 
much benefit those trees were to us and the neighbors who 
came and got apples. We also had two pear trees that had 


large pears. They were really delicious to let them get ripe 
and mellow. Mom canned them and made pear preserves. 
There are small sugar pears but the larger ones are m^ 
favorite. I now fry pears like apples, with sugar and buttei 
and lemon juice, and they are good. 

There is a pear tree on the Arvin Homeplace where Lisa 
lives that has been there for years and years and is still 
bearing fruit and has pears this year. 

While I am writing about trees, I cannot forget the 
evergreens that provide Christmas trees every year. It would 
take a long time to list all of the many uses that trees and 
wood provide. I would not want to live any place where it’s 
barren of beautiful trees. They give off oxygen to clean the 
air. I love the month of October, when they are so colorful. 

Trees are a blessing to have and provide wood for keeping 
warm in the winter. I do not know what kind of tree thal 
the cross of Christ was made from; I cannot find it in the 
Bible, but it sure served a noble purpose. I started this 
writing with a poem and would like to end with anothei 
one by Joyce Kilmer. I am quoting it from memory, so ] 
hope it’s in the right order. I have always liked it.

Muskellunge fishing heats up 


This is the first installment of a series of arti¬ 
cles titled “Fall Fishing Festival"profiling the 
productive fishing on Kentucky's lakes, rivers 
and streams in fall. 

FRANKFORT, Ky. - The angler’s whoop 
traveled fast and loud over the water from 
the back of Buck Creek on Cave Run Lake. 
Bringing a trophy muskellunge to the boat 
after a spirited fight uncorks raw emotions 
and provides a unique sense of satisfaction. 
In this instance, the 45-inch torpedo of a 
fish was a new personal best and the fourth 
muskellunge the angler had caught on this 
cool, calm, overcast Friday in mid-Septem¬ 
ber. 

The fall muskellunge bite was turning on, 
and word traveled quickly. A parking lot 
that held only a handful of boat trailers on 
Friday was full Saturday. 

The shorter days, brisk nights and cooler 
water temperatures of early fall trigger the 
start of some of the finest muskellunge fish¬ 
ing of the year. Cave Run, Green River and 
Buckhorn lakes are the state’s top destina¬ 
tions as they have been proven to produce 
trophy fish. 

Sarah Terry’s state record came from Cave 
Run Lake in November 2008 and was caught 
on a silver Double Cowgirl in-line spinner. 
It measured 54 inches and 47 pounds. 

In recent weeks, muskellunge at Cave Run 
Lake have been caught in the backs of creeks 
- many of them loaded with weed beds and 
standing timber - in 8 feet of water or less. 
Weed beds near submerged channels and 
across the main lake flats aren’t to be over¬ 
looked either. 

“They’re looking for one thing: food to get 
them through the winter,” said Tom Tim- 
mermann, northeastern fisheries district 
program coordinator with the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife Resourc¬ 
es. “Bass go through a heavy feeding period 
in the fall, and muskellunge do the same 
thing.” 

Smaller lures such as a 4-inch balsa wood 


crankbait in silver and black, a ^^-ounce 
dressed in-line spinner or a V *-ounce skirt¬ 
ed buzz bait can be effective in early fall. As 
the water cools, consider upsizing to rubber 
and hard-bodied jerkbaits, and single and 
double-bladed in-line spinners and spin- 
nerbaits. 

“Don’t overlook those smaller baits,” Tim- 
mermann said. “If you’ve never fished Cave 
Run before, you can throw some of those 
larger bass crankbaits, especially in black 
and white colors, and do pretty well.” 
Buckhorn Lake in Leslie and Perry counties 
is rated good for muskellunge and holds 
ample numbers of fish in the 36 to 40-inch 
range. 

In early fall, target the back of creeks and 


shallower areas that have weed beds. The 
best fishing once the lake level has reached 
winter pool is on the lower end of the lake 
by the dam, said Kevin Frey, eastern fisher¬ 


ies district program coordinator with Ken¬ 
tucky Fish and Wildlife. 

Crank baits, jerk baits and bucktail spinners 
are proven producers. Generally, orange 
and sucker-imitating colors work well in 
the creeks while silver, purple or chartreuse 
are go-to colors for the main lake. 

“There are several good spawns of shad 
throughout the year,” Frey said. “There will 
be a lot of smaller shad, so there could be an 
opportunity to try some muskie-sized baits 
and some bass-sized baits.” 

Leatherwood Creek, Otter Creek and Meet¬ 
inghouse Branch are a few of the best spots 
for fall muskie on Buckhorn Lake. The tail- 
waters can be excellent for muskellunge as 
well. 


“There’s lots of bank access,” Frey said. 
“There’s also a small creek that comes into 
the tailwater. Over the years, that’s been 
popular with local anglers.” 


in fall 

Fisheries biologists routinely see muskel¬ 
lunge exceeding 45 inches on Green River 
Lake, which is rated excellent for the spe¬ 
cies. 

“It certainly still has big fish potential,” said 
Eric Cummins, southwestern fisheries dis¬ 
trict program coordinator with Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife. 

While a lot of the standing timber is gone, 
Russell Branch is one notable exception. 
Try the slides on main lake bluffs and the 
edges of flats. Robinson Creek features ex¬ 
pansive flats with some isolated brush piles 
and flooded timber. 

The upper reaches of creek arms often will 
hold muskellunge. 

“It’s just a little cooler than the main lake 
itself,” Cummins said, “and they can find 
whatever they’re eating.” 

Where there are shad, muskellunge prob¬ 
ably aren’t far away. Give a shad-imitating 
crankbait a try. Jerkbaits also produce on 
Green River Lake. 

Kentucky Fish and Wildlife maintains these 
fisheries and others around the state by 
stocking them with 13-inch long muskel¬ 
lunge reared at Minor E. Clark Fish Hatch¬ 
ery in Morehead. 

Cave Run, Buckhorn and Green River lakes 
received stockings of the sub-adult fish this 
week. On average, it takes five to six years 
for a muskellunge to reach 36 inches, the 
minimum size limit in these impound¬ 
ments. 

Lake level and outflow information for 
Cave Run, Buckhorn and Green River lakes 
can be found online via the Louisville Dis¬ 
trict of the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers’ 
webpage at www.lrl.usace.army.mil.

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Good time to

The first day of fall is past, 
and while the season is 
known for many things in¬ 
cluding the harvest, pump¬ 
kins and cooler weather, its also the best time of the year 
to establish and reseed cool-season grasses, which are 
popular in Kentucky lawns. 

“The ideal time to plant cool-season grasses like tall fes¬ 
cue and Kentucky bluegrass is from about the third week 
of August until the first of October,” said Gregg Munshaw, 
extension turfgrass specialist in the 

University of Kentucky College of Agriculture, Food and 
Environment. “If we seed much later than Oct. 1, we don’t 
always get good germination.” 

Individuals with yards that are in need of a renovation 
should make sure that intended planting areas are clear of 
existing vegetation, including weeds. 

“The more competition that exists when the seeds begin 
to germinate, the poorer the seedlings will do,” Munshaw 
said. “This may require the homeowner to remove the 
weeds by hand and/or make a herbicide application.” 

Those wanting to establish a new lawn should first till the 
soil and make a good seedbed, creating a desired shape 
for the lawn. 

Whether renovating or establishing a lawn, homeowners 
should test their soil for any nutrient deficiencies before 


improve lawn 

starting, as it is easier to apply large quantities of fertilizer 
or lime then without the fear of burning the new grass, 
he said. Soil testing is available at every County Extension 
office. 

After tilling in lime or fertilizer indicated by the soil test, 
homeowners should prepare the soil for seeding by rolling 
and lightly raking it. Depending upon the soil test results, 
some growers may find it beneficial to apply a starter fer¬ 
tilizer right before seeding. 

“A starter fertilizer contains higher phosphorus levels 
than most fertilizers and will benefit seed germination,” 
Munshaw said. 

Homeowners can then broadcast seed and lightly rake 
it into the soil or drill it into the soil using a seed drilling 
machine. 

“The goal with seeding is to have good seed-to-soil con¬ 
tact, so the seed has access to water and nutrients to help it 
grow,” he said. “Homeowners should make sure the seed is 
not planted too deep as this can prevent good germination 
and establishment.” 

It typically takes seven to 10 days for tall fescue to ger¬ 
minate under optimal conditions and 15 to 21 days for 
Kentucky bluegrass. Germination can take longer if the 
soil surface lacks moisture, the soil surface temperature is 
cold or old or poor quality seed is used. In addition, seed 
harvested in the summer may have a short-term dorman¬ 



cy factor so it may not have time to germinate or become 
established before cold weather. 

After planting, homeowners should keep the new lawn 
consistently moist but not so wet that puddles appear. To 
help with continued growth, individuals may want to add 
a nitrogen fertilizer about one month after germination. 
The grass should not be mowed until it becomes one-third 
taller than the desired mowing height.

Illegal signs to 
be removed from 
State right of way 

JACKSON, Ky. - The placement of advertising signs on 
Kentucky state highway right of way is against the law. 
These signs interfere with maintenance operations and 
can pose safety hazards for motorists. Despite this legal 
prohibition, an increasing number of improperly placed 
signs are being noticed, especially since this is a local elec¬ 
tion year. 

Personnel from the Kentucky Department of Highways 
District 10 will soon begin removing signs illegally placed 
on state right of way. Signs that interfere with mowing or 
maintenance activity will be targeted, along with signs 
that impede sight distance for drivers or pose other safety 
hazards. District 10 includes the east-central and south¬ 
eastern Kentucky counties of Breathitt, Estill, Lee, Magof¬ 
fin, Menifee, Morgan, Owsley, Perry, Powell and Wolfe. 

“We still have another cycle of mowing along our high¬ 
ways to complete this year,” said Corbett Caudill, chief 
district engineer for the Department of Highways Dis¬ 
trict 10. “Signs placed in our mowing zones prevent our 
employees and contractors from doing their jobs, and the 
signs can become safety hazards if they are run over by the 
mowers. In addition, driver safety is negatively impacted 
by signs that are placed in such a manner that they keep 
drivers from seeing oncoming traffic at intersections, or 
are located in areas where drivers who run off the road 
can attempt to regain control of their vehicles.” 

“This is a matter of safety, not only for motorists but for 
workers who put their lives at risk every day to maintain 
our roads,” Caudill continued. 

Various Kentucky state laws, administrative regulations 
and Transportation Cabinet policies prohibit the place¬ 
ment of political or other advertising signs on state right 
of way. This includes signs attached to utility poles within 
the state right of way. Transportation Cabinet officials in 
Frankfort routinely direct maintenance personnel to re¬ 
move these illegal encroachments. 

Any signs removed will be kept for two weeks at the state 
highway garage in the county where they were picked up. 
Sign owners may claim their signs during that period. Af¬ 
ter two weeks, the signs will be discarded. 

“When our employees take down illegal signs, they are 
simply doing their jobs as required by law and as directed 
by the Department of Highways,” Caudill said. “We appre¬ 
ciate the understanding and cooperation of the public.” 

In addition to political signs, KYTC personnel will also 
be removing signs advertising businesses and services 
such as high speed Internet and satellite television, work- 
at-home opportunities and any other illegal encroach¬ 
ments.

Pine Needle 
Drop

Many are seeing normal fall 
pine needle drop and may 
be confusing it with some 
disease or insect attack. The most noticeable is the white 
pine, a pine easily identified by close examination of a 
branch and seeing the five needles in a bundle. Normal 
needle fall of a white pine, as well as most other pines, 
will have the inner most needles of the limbs, closest to 
the main stem of the tree, turning brown. Normally the 
needles will change to a brownish-yellow first, and then 
abruptly brown. Early in the winter the needles will fall 
to the ground, again leaving the tree uniformly green for 
the spring. This occurrence helps the tree prepare for 
winter. 

Cause for alarm for any pine, as well as hardwoods, 
would be seeing foliage turning from green to brown on 
the exterior of any limb while still green on the interi¬ 
or. If this condition should develop, the tree could have 
other serious problems. Contact me at the Extension 
Office at 723-4557 for more information.

These lead to a 
healthier workforce with lower health 
care costs, fewer workers’ compensa¬ 
tion claims, less absenteeism and less 
turnover. All of these things make a 
more productive workforce and im¬ 
prove the economic health of the com¬ 
munity.

Only 
eight bands from each region are chosen 
to advance to State, hence the “Sweet 
Sixteen.” The bands all perform that day 
at semi finals and only 4 bands are chosen 


to perform that night at state finals. When 
the Marching Engineers make it to state 
this year, it will mark the tenth straight 
year the band has accomplished this feat. 
Last year was their highest finish with 5th 
place. Believe me when I say they have not 
forgotten they missed finals by half a point 
last year. 

Mr. Bowles commented “Last year is 
a tough act to follow, and the upcoming 
competitions will prove whether or not 
this years group has what it takes to go 
even farther.
